The Clawson Polygamy Uase.
WasumNcron, January 19,—The supremo
court of the United States coternd a declsion
in the polygamy case of Rudger Clawson, ap-
pellant, v, the United States, apposl from
the suprems court of Utah, Clawsen, appol-
lant, haviog bean  found gallty by the jury
of the crime of polygamy and  cohabitation,
was duly sentenced to pay o fine of 2800 and
imprigonment for four years, He appealid to
the superlor court of the territory, aud pend-
ing judgment on such appeul, applied to the
court the sentenced him for w releass upon
suitable beil, The judge denivd the applica-
tion, on the ground that the defendant ought
nob to be admitted to ball after conviction and
sentence, unless some extraordinary ressors
wers shown, and no such ressons liave besn

iven, Clawson theraupon sped ous s wnt of
ﬁa’lm\s corpus in the supreme court of the
tervitory, and prlayed  for a  relesso
upon th ground that the court below had un-
lawlnlly refused to sdinit him to bail, The
supreme court overruled the petition and re-
mauded tha prisoner to the custody of the
marshal, whorenpon he took the pressnt ap-
peal to this conrt, This ocurt holds that in-
axmuch a8 the judgment of the third judicial
colirt in which the prisonor was tried did not
itapese upon him a fine ouly but also imprise
onmint, his sdwission o ball, pending the
appeal from thet judgment, is distinotly com-
mitted by the laws of Utah to the diseretion
of the oourk or the judge to whom the appli-
cation for bail may be mnde, The supreme
court of Utal was therelore right in overrul-
ing the petition snd remanding the priscnes
to the cystody of the mamhbal, aod s judg-
ment Iy atlirmed,
